Mother and Sister of Womak 
Found Dead on Sidewalk Testify 
as to Occurrences Following Re- 
turn of Her Husband. 


HE MAINTAINS SHE CUT

Prosecution Works on Reverse 
Theory and Shows Marital Dis- 
cord, Which Extended to Threat 
on Her Part to Leave Him. 


Happenings of the evening before Mrs. 
Antoinette Evans and her husband, Edgar 
Mvans. were found on the sidewalk at Lef- 
fingwell and Lucas avenues, the wife dead 
from a deep gash across her throat and 
the husband with his wrists cut, were de- 
scribed Friday by the mother and sister 
of Mrs. Evans in Judge Foster's division of 
the Circult Court, where Evans is on trial 
for murder. 

The two women also told of the relations 
which had existed between Mrs. Evans and 
her husband. 

Mrs. Evans had planned, her sister, Clara 
Lion. declared, to return to a former hus- 
band, Thomas Kerr of Pittsburg, and 
Evans knew this, the witness said. 

By the women and other witnesses the 
state is trying to prove that Evans killed 
his wife Out of jealousy and then aftempt- 
ed suicide. Evans declares his wife tried 
to kill him and then committed suicide. A 
razor which was found lying near Evans 
on the sidewalk was the weapon used on 
both. 

(ara Lion testified that she and her 
mother, Mrs. Bertha Lion, came to St. 
Louis with Mrs. Evans when the World's 
Fair opened and conducted a rooming 
house at 2708 Lucas avenue. She told about 
Evans being there much of the time until 
he went to San Francisco, returning en 
the day of his wife’s death. 

Mrs. Bertha Lion, the mother, testified 
that while Evans was in San Francisco 
Mrs. Evans had been going with Frank 
Davenport, and that Davenport was 
warned that his life was in danger. 

Mrs. Lion declared further that Mrs. Ev- 
ans gave Davenport a revolver and told 
him to use fit if necessary. 

When Evans returned from the? west 
July 6 she said, Mrs. Evans had been 
away with Davenport for a week. That 
evening, she declared, Evans and she and 
her daughter, Clara, sat on the front porch 
of their home until 11 o'clock, when she 
and Clara went into the house. Evans. 
she testified, had a razor in his pocket 
that evening. 
A short time after the two-women went 
inside, Mrs. Ldon said she heard that a 
woman had been found dead on the corner. 
This she found to be her daughter, Mrs. 
Dvans. 

Mrs. Lion said further that Evans had 
received threatening letters, but she did 
not name their author. 

The theory of the prosecution is that 
Mre. Evans and Davenport passed on the 
other side of the street while Evans and 
the other two women were on the porch, 
and that the women went In before the 


trouble began.

J. Brooks Jchns»on, plaintiff in the suit 
to set aside the merger of the Transit com- 
pany with the United Rallways company, 
was examined for an hour Friday morn-ng 
before Special Commissioner Clifford B. 
Allen in the office of Attorney John A. 
Gillam in the Security building. 

Judge H. 8. Priest, who did the ques- 
tioning. undertook to {Induce Johnson to ad- 
mit that he bought Transit stock after he 
knew. the merger was in prospect, that 
he bought it for the purpose of sub- 
sequently suing as a stockholder to pre- 
vent the merger, and that he filed the 
present suit as a part of a pre-conceived 
plan 

Jcehnson said he bought 198 shares of 
Transit stock between Noy. 14 and 17, and 
that’before this time the merger plans had 
been announced in the newspapers. 

He also admitted that when he bought 
the stock he was prepared to maintain his 
right as shareholder by a suit In law or 
equity.” 

The hearing was enlivened with- some- 
brisk repartee between counsel and wit- 
ness, and was brought to a sudden close 
when Judge Priest asked Johnson what 
information he gave Attorney Gilliam 
when he called on Gilliam to arrange for 
the filing of the sult. Gilliam declared that 
the question was not proper, as what a 
client told his attorney was confidential. 

Commissioner. Allen ruled otherwise. He 
said that if the attorney were on the stand: 
he could not be compelled to tell what a 
clie&® told him, but that the same protec. 
tlon did not extend to the client, 

Mr. Gilllam declared this ruling absurd, 
but Commissioner A.len vunly smiled and 
asked Gill‘am if he had any authority to 
submit in support of his position. Gillam 
said he could get it by 2 o'clock and ad- 
journment Was taken to that hour when. 
it was arranged, Johnson will continue h.s 
testimony. 

The qvestion as to what Johnson told 
Gillam came up through a question of 
Judge Priest, who asked Johnson how long 
after he had purchased the stock hejhad 
consulted Gilliam about filing the ef

He gave an indefinite reply, which 
amounted to a statement that it was not 
many days. Then Judgé Priest asked with 
what other persons Johnson had consulted 
before filing the suit. Johnson said he 
had cailed on Judge Krum about it but 
had not found Krumin. He said he talked 
to Atterney Isaac H. Lionberger apout it 
when he happened to reet him in the 
Security buflding. Priest asked for the 
names of others with whom be ta'‘ked 
aml then when he gave no others asked 
him what he had told Gilliam about it 
when he finally conferred with him. 

Before that question Judge Priest took up 
a-copy of the petition in which Johnson 
charges the directors of both the Trans:t 
and United Railways companies with con- 
spiring to effect the merger for their own 
profit and with perpetrating a fraud on 
the smal! stockholders, and asked Johnson 
if he knew the directors of the two cor- 
porations at the time he bought the stock 
or if he learned who they were later. 
Johnson said he did not. 

“You just lammed away at them without 
knowing who they were, did you.’’~ asked 
Judge Priest. 

“No, I didn’t lamm away.” said Johnson 
coldly. 

“it left that to Mr. Giliiam,”’ he con- 
tinued. ‘I told him to fi:d out whom the 
suit should be filed against, I cou’dn't 
tell. [I only wanted to protect my rights 
as a stockholder.’”’ 

Judge Priest began the examination of 
Johnson by asking him how much Transit 
stock he owned and when he acquired it. 
He replied that he had bovg')t 198 shares 
between Nov. 14 and 17 from Whfiteker &°

Manufacturers Want Cheaper Wa- 


ter, But Officials Say Reduction « 


Is Dangerous. 


DOUBLE PUMPING IS COSTLY 


Surplus Does Not Look-So Big 
When Compared With Bonded 
Debt to Be Met. 


The St. Louls Manufacturers’ “Associa- 
tion is agitating the question of reduced 
water rates. A bill is now pending before 
.he ways and means committee of the City 
Jouncil, which if enacted into an ordi- 
nance, will reduce the revenue of the water 
department $250,000 annually. At least $200,- 
wo of this sum, it is estimated, will be 
gaved to the manufacturers, 

Edward Ware, secretary ofsthe Manu- 
facturers’ Association has _ interviewed 
Comptrolier Player and Water Commis- 
sioner Adkins in regard to the proposed 
reduction. He argued that St. Louls must 
offer inducements to masufacturers to get 
them to remain in St. Louis. 

“Leighton & Howard removed their im- 
mense steel plant to East St. Louls be- 
cause of the inducements held out to them 
in the shape of free water and immunity 
from taxes for ten years,’ said Mr. Ware. 

“Our manufacturers are now paying 12% 
cents per one thousand galions for water,” 
continued Mr. Ware, ‘‘which seems exces- 
give in view of the fact that the water rate 
io manufacturers in Kansas City is only 
6% cents per 1000 gallons, 5 1-3 cents In 
Cleveland, ‘ cents in Chicago and 2% cents 
in Detroit.’ 

Comptroi'er Player is opposed to the pro- 
sed reduction because the water depart- 
ment !s not finan-ia!.y in shape to stand it.

MANY PRECEDENTS 
N MILES'S CASE 


War Department Is Still Objecting 
to Retired Army Officer Be- 
coming Head of Militia.

WASHINGTON, Dec té—In Governor 
Douglas’. plans regarding Gen. Miles, the 
War Department and particularly the new 
general .staff, finds itself ‘deposited in a 
cavity,’ to use Dr. Everett's once famous 
phrase. The usual argument against 
granting the detali which Gen. Miles 
asked for has been that the position was 
not one commensurate with his rank and 
that it would be highly improper to put 
a lieutenant genera! in charge of the Mas.- 
sachusetts militia. 

The limitation 


as to the number of 
these details was removed in the act of 
last April and the only objection that 
could be raised to it now is on the score 
of appropriateness, While this object re- 
mains valid as a point of fct it develops 
tht there are already nine“brigadier gen- 
erals of the twenty-eight officers detailed, 
assigned to the organized militia of the 
various estates. In many of these cases 
Congress had authorized the promotion of 
a man to the rank of brigadier—just be- 
fore retirement in order to give him. the 
pay of a retired brigadier. 

This has been the intention of Congress 
in the authorizations which it has grant- 
ed. But as soon as the officer was pro- 
moted to that grade and retired, he has 
turned arvund and secured this detail 


with the militia, thereby getting the sal- 
ary and perquisites of an officer on the 
active list, something that Congress did 
not intend. Of course, a leutenant-gen- 
eral oufranks a brigadier , but the Magsa- 
chusetts militia ranks with that of Colo 
rado, Arkaneas, Nebraska and North 
Carolina, to all of which have been as- 
signed brigadiers. It is believed that the 
Miles cage, however it may be acted upon, 
will open the eyes of Congress to whai 
geems like a grave abuse, aince it is in- 
appropriate that officers of this rank 
should be assigned to such duties 

The retired pay of a brigadier-genera! 
is $4.13. His active pay is 35,40. In ad- 
dition to that he receives $720 as commu- 
tation of quarters, receives forage for 
three horses and the privege of purchas- 
ing his fuel at wholesale raies, etc.. mak- 
ing an advantage in this detail of more 
than $2,000 a year to its re ‘ipients. .This 
question will not be settled till Taft re- 
turns from Panama.

We can 
earn three times as much in Melbourne as 
Chicago and don’t have to work as haid 
at that. What we have seen of the cohdi- 
tions of our class since we've been travel- 
ing makes us very contented with Aus- 
tralia. Our land and New Zealand afe the 
paradise for wageworkers. 

“We think Chicago a great town, but we 
are disappointed to see so few liveries here.

Boston Man Calls on New York 
Copper Speculator When He 
Learns He Is in Boston. 


ROSTON. Dec. 16.—‘Col.”" Thomas W. 
Lawson called upon “Col.” William C. 
Greene at the Hotel Touraine at 9:45 this 
morning and shook hands 

Then the two men whose meeting had 
heen so thoroughly advertised through 
Greene's advertisements and Lawson's sar- 
castic telegrams and defiant interviews, ad- 
journed ‘to Greene's room, where they were 
in seclusion for several hours, having 
luncheon served there for themselves and 
friends. 

Mr. Lawson arrived at the hotel before 
“Col.’’ Greene, who reachéd here last night, 
had appeared. Lawson sent up his card, but 
received a reply that in New York buasi- 
ness men did not receive callers before 
breakfast. The Boston speculator and the 
friend accompanying him waited patiently 
more than an hour. 

“Col.” Greene, who is the leading pro- 
moter of the Greene Consolidated Copper 
Co., the stock of which declined heavily 
in the recent bear raid in the stock mar, 
ket. came to this city to reach an under- 
standing with Mr. Lawson, who was 
charged by the colonel 
him unjustly. Lengthy statements appeared 
in the newspapers, signed by Messrs. Law- 


gon and Greene, in which attacks were 
made upon each other, The New Yorker 
then announced that w come to 
Boston immediately eatisfac- 
tion, but his visit was deferred until to- 


dav. ' 

The Boston man waited in the lobby, sur- 
rcunded by a large nu of people, in- 
cluding more than a dozen newspaper men. 
To the reporters Mr. Lawson-eaid he had 
heard Col. Greene was in the olty and he 
concluded to make an early call on him. 

Col. Greene came out the diningroom 
at 9:46 and walked up the corridor with a 
friend on either side. When he a 
Mr. Lawson advanced to meet him. 

‘How do you do, Mr. Lawson?’ ex- 
claimed Greene, with a smile, as he ex- 
tended his hand to his financial ad- 
versary. Lawson did not amile, but had a 
serious expression. He had no hesitation, 
however, in grasping the hand, and to the 
onlookers the meeting appeared Like that of 
friends. 

Col. Greene tmmediately asked Mr. Law- 
son to go up to his room. Mr. Lawson said 
he would be glad to do s0 and -the.two 
entered the elevator with the two friends 
of Col. Greene, and the man who was with 
the Boston broker. They went to the 
room and shut the door, excluding the 
newspaper men. 

The newspaper men shortly after 10 
o'clock sent a note addressed to Mr. Law- 
son to Col. Greene's room, asking him if it 
could not be arranged to have representa- 
tives of the press at the conference. In 
five minutes a written reply was received 
from the Boston man, who said he was 
quite willing to have the reporters in tife 
room, but that Col. Greene would not per- 
mit it. Inasmuch as he was in Col. 
Greene’s apartments, Mr. Lawson added, 
he would decline to recelve any more 
notes. 

While the conference was still in seesion, 
Chief Inspector Willlam Watts of the Bos- 
ton police department and Inspector An- 
drew Houghton entered the hotel-just be- 
fore 11 o'clock and looked over the regis- 
ter. Chief Watts said he had heard of 
the meting between Greene and Lawson 
and had come to see that no disturbance 
was caused by cranks who might be 
among the spectators. 


POLICE AT DOOR 
ROBBERS AT WORK 


Saloon Keeper Pursues Latter Out 
of Sight Before Admitting Of- 
ficer at Rear Entrance. 


Aided by a good description, the police 
are looking for two men who at 12:30 o’clock 
Friday morning entered. the saloon of 
George Wolfe at 4112 Ohouteau avenue, cov- 
ered him with revolvers and robbed the 
cash register of $37 and took a pocketbook 
from Wolfe containing 96.

The second man halted at the front. He 
had left the front door open. When he 
reached the swinging doors, leading into 
the barroom, he turned back and closed the 
open door. 

This was the signal for his companion in 
the rear te advance. 

As Wolfe was preparing the drinks he 
was met on one side with the revolver of 
the short man. He started to grab his 
own pistol from behind the bar, but as he 
turned he saw the revolver of the second 


man, who wore a red handkerchief over 
his face, also leveled at him. 

Remembering the fate of Mutsberg, the 
saloonkeeper on the same street, several 
blocks down, who was killed recently, 
Wolfe complied with the demand: ‘Hands 
up.” 


He ‘was marched to the front of the bar, 
and covered with the revolver of the “red 
handkerchief" man, while the short man 
went through the cash register. Likewise 
the short man searched Wolfe and took 
his ketbook. Then both -men backed 
out through the front door. 

It was at that instant the patrolman 
knocked, but Wolfe grabbed his pistol and 
started in pursuit of the robbers.

Jane Oaker, actress was known until her 
marriage, as Migs MMmnie Peper, daughter 
of the man known for many years as 
Christian Peper, Jr., her true name, ac- 
cording to the language of the will of 
Christian Peper, ts Christian Cornelius. 

Christian Cornelius, known as Christian 
Peper, Jr., is a beneficiary of the will of 
Christian Peper, equally with the children 
of the testator, with the exception of Fred- 
erick C. Peper, the executor, whose share 
ie largest. The.value of the bequest to Cor- 
nelius is stated to be 700,000 now, and 
ehould in'a few years grow to a million. 

Jane Oaker is the only daughter and heir 
of Christian Cornelius, and as such will 
ultimately come into this fortune if the 
will stands. 

The name of Christian Cornelius, who was 
@ protege of Christian Peper, was changed 
to Christian Peper, Jr.. many years ago. 
Except to a few older citizens, it was not 
known that his real name was not Peper. 
His daughter was known as Miss Minnie 
Peper, and was supposedly thought by all 
except a few to be a granddaughter of 
Christian Peper. 

The first public intimation that the real 
mame of Christian Peper, Jr., was Cor- 
nelius was in the will of Christian Peper, 
published Oct. 1, 1903. In it he was grouped 
with “my children,’’ but he was identified 
as “Christian Cornelius, known as Peper.’’
